A dissenting opinion was written 


by Justice Sutherland in which Jus- 
tices Van Decanter. .Mcltcynolds and 
Butler concurred. 


They asserted that "The applica- 


tion of thf act here has resulted in 
an unconstitutional abridgement ot 
the freedom of the press." 


Justice Roberts, who 
frequently 


has held the balance of power on th« 
court, in j to I decisions, said in his 
opinion: 


"It is insisted that The Associated 


Press is in substance the press Itself, 
that the membership consists solely 
of persons who own and 
operate 


newspapers, that tho news is gath- 
ered solely for publication in the 
newspapers members.

Is the way to absorb 
the present unemployed and to In- 
crease the health, contentment and 
happiness of all families. 


In New York city one-fourth of all 


the families do not have enough In- 
come for decent housing, medical I 
care or recreation. 
Either 
these 


things must be provided for them 
free, 
through private charity and 


public relief, or they must be enabled 
to buy them for themselves. Mo*t 
Americans, Including the needy fam 
llles referred to, prefer the latter 
method. How to do this Is the basic 
problem. 


"Locally and nationally," tbe re- 


port emphasize*, "we must focus tbe 
attention of all people on the fact 
that much of our poverty and distress 
and unnecessary Dines* could be pre- 
vented through Improving; the stand 
ard of living for all our families by 
Increasing the amount ot work done 
and the volume of good* produced 
and successfully distributed."

In Handling Trees

Nursery stocks are packed so as ' 


to reach the customer In good con- 
dition, and as soon as the box or 
bundle Is delivered It should be 
opened, he says. Packed snugly to-1 
gether as they are, 
plants 
often 


overheat. Delay of a day or two dur- ' 
Ing a warm spring spell may cause' 
severe injury from this cause. This ' 
Is particularly true of roses and | 
strawberries. If because of delay In ' 
transit or for other reasons the 
stock Is shriveled, it may be re-, 
stored to freshness by soaking in 
water for several hours or overnight; 
before planting, or by burying both! 
roots and tops for a short time. 


Advocate* "Heeling In" 


If the stock can be planted at 


once, so much the better, but If it! 
cannot, it can be held In good con- j 
dition by "heeling in", that Is, by, 
digging a shallow trench in Rome' 
sheltered spot, setting the plants at 
an angle, and covering the roots with 
soil. A common method Is to throw 
the dirt on the far side when dig- 
ging the trench. The stock Is placed 
slantwise in the trench, with the. 
the tops against the shoulder of | 
fresh dirt. Then the roots are cov- 
ered by dieting a second trench 
parallel to the first, this time throw- 
Ing the dirt ahead onto the roots.- 
The plants mav be left in this con- •' 
dltions for weeks until the ground Is 
ready to receive them. In fact, some 
fruit growers secure stock In the; 
fall of thefc-enr. especially such early j 
starting s'ock as cherry trees, heel It 
In carefully. anJ TO have It ready 
just when they need it for spring 
planting.
